OKLAHOMA CITY, April 8 
(AP)—Oklahomans struck pro- 
hibition from their constitution 
yesterday after 51 years. 


With all except 13 of the 
state’s 3234 precincts in, re- 
peal carried 395,242 to 313,- 
574. 

Legal liquor is at least two 
months away, however. 

The legislature must repeal 
anti-whisky laws before liquor 
can be sold legally. This prob- 
ably will take 60 to 90 days. 

When it occurs Mississippi 
will be the only dry state left. 

A constitutional amendment 
substituting privately - owned 
package stores for prohibition 
was approved in a special elec- 
tion called at the urging of 
Gov. J. Howard Edmondson. 

Edmondson campaigned for 
Governor with a promise to 
present the repeal issue to the 
people. But he consistently de- 
clined to take a public stand 
for or against prohibition. 

After results were in, Ed- 
mondson called on residents to

Mayor Richard J. Daley won 
an easy victory in yesterday’s 
municipal election, strength- 
ening the control of City Hall 
the Democrats have held for 
28 years. He smothered his 
Republican opponent, Timothy 
Sheehan, by more than 465,000 
votes. 

Daley, in winning a second 
four-year term, polled a near 
record vote majority for a 
mayoral election. He got 71.36 
per cent of the total vote.

Chancellor Asserts Post 
of President is More 
Powerful Than Gen- 
erally Believed. 


BONN, April 8 (AP)—Chan- 
cellor Adenauer declared today 
West German policy “will not 
be changed one iota for years 
to come” with his withdrawal 
to the less active role of Presi- 


The presidency, he told a 
national audience, “is far more 
powerful than people generally 
believe.” 

Adenauer’s agreement yes 
terday to drop the chancellor- 
ship to. seek the presidency, 
heretofore a post largely of 
prestige and protocol, caused 
repercussions not only in Ger- 
man politics but also in world 
capitals. 

East-West negotiations on 
Berlin and Germany are com- 
ing up this spring and summer. 
Adenauer nas been in the fore- 
front of a hard policy of no 
bargaining without Soviet con- 
cessions, a policy that has run 
counter to British Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan’s advocacy of 
greater flexibility. , 

The 83-year-old Adenauer 
said his decision was “designed 
to secure the continuity of our 
policies for years to come.” 

First Personal Explanation. 

This was Adenauer’s first 
explanation for his 
surprise decision to run for 
President next July and quit 
the chancellery next Septem- 
ber if—as appears certain—he 
is elected. 

He devoted only the last two 
minutes of his 10-minute ad- 
dress to his own future. Most 
of the speech was concerned 
with foreign affairs and parti- 
cularly the worsening of rela- 


tions between. Britain and 
West Germany. . 
Adenauer said the fate of 


Britain and the fate of Ger- 
many “are inseparable.” He 
blamed anti-German feelings 
lingering in Britain as a result 
of World War Il-for the chilly 
relations. He promised to do 
all he could to prevent the Ger- 
mans themselves from fanning 
these anti-German sentiments. 
To Continue toe Lead. 

Adenauer made it clear he 
had no intention of giving up 
national leadership entirely, 
even though constitutional lim- 
its are placed upon a Presi- 
dent’s activities.

“This is what I want to tell 
you, with fullest emphasis, in 
two sentences:

The Unieed States Chamber 
of Commerce said today a re- 
cent Supreme Court decision 
broadening the powers of states 
to tax out-of-state corporations 
will be especially harmful to 
small businesses. 

In prepared testimony before 

the Senate Small Business 
Committee, the chamber’s 
spokesman, John Dane Jr., sug- 
gested Congress could lessen 
the ruling’s effect by passing 
new legislation. 
. In this Dane echoed Supreme 
Court Justice Frankfurter, one 
of the dissenters in the 6-to-3 
huling last Feb. 24 on two cases 
from Georgia and Minnesota. 
Frankfurter said that only Con- 
gress can determine the needed 
limits on state taxing power.

Histamine, it was explained, 
is a chemical that dilates blood 
vessels. Dr. Ryan said he also 
gave nicotinic acid, adminis- 
tered by mouth, as a supple- 
ment to the histamine treat- 
ment. 

A third element in the pre- 
ventive part of treating mi- 
graine headache, Dr. Ryan em- 
phasized, should consist 
reassurance by the physician 
that the case is not hopeless. 

“These patients have had 
their headaches usually for 
years and have been through 
misery,” he said. “It is up to 
the physician to assure them 
that something can be done for 
them. This does not require a 
psychiatrist, although it can be 
called a mild form of psycho- 
therapy.” 

Dr. Ryan said treatment by 
injection of histamine takes 
time and patience. It should 
be borne in mind, he added 
that a single treatment will not 
produce results and that an 
excess of the drug may even 
bring on a headache. 

Addressing the association's 
10lst annual session at Hotel 
Muehlebach, Dr. Ryan said that 
to stop the migraine type of 
headache, once it gets started, 
he uses a preparation called di- 
hydro-ergotamine. 

This substance also is best 
given by intravenous injection, 
he said. An injection usually 
would stop the average mi- 
graine attack within a few min- 
utes, if given shortly after the 
attack started, he added. 

“In most migraine patients,” 
he said, “there is an element

Both the for- 
eign aid and technical assist- 
ance programs should be on a 
two-year rather than an annual 
basis, he said. 

Increase substantially the 
number of scholarships avail- 
able to students, especially 
from economically underdevel- 
oped countries, in American 
schools.

FEARS CHRONIC 
AIR POLLUTION. 
BETWEEN CITIES 


CHICAGO, April 8 (AP) — 
The industrial buildup between 
large cities is raising the pros- 
pect of widespread and chronic 
air pollution, weather experts 
say. 

Maynard E. Smith of Brook- 
haven National Laboratory 
cited the industrial buildup be- 
tween such cities as Chicago 
and Detroit and Washington 
and Baltimore. 

“This could in time cause 
chronic air pollution, not only 
over the cities themselves but 
over the industrial areas be- 
tween the cities regardless of 
wind direction,” he told re- 
porters at the annual meeting 
of the American Meteorological 
Society. 

Gerald C. Gill of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan said one large 
factory had been found to be 
pouring 3000 tons of polluting 
gas into the atmosphere each 
day. He said coal-burning elec- 
tric power plants which tend 
to locate close to industry pose 
one of the biggest air pollu- 
tion problems. 


MANY WISCONSIN DEER 
KILLED BY PACKS OF DOGS 


MADISON, Wis., April 8 
(UPID—Packs of “4ogs took a 
heavy toll of Wisconsin deer 
in the winter just ended, the 
state conservation department 
has reported. 

Thirty-four deer were killed 
last weekend in Waupaca 
county in the largest slaughter 
reported this year, wardens 
said. 

Warden Al Koppenhaver said 
the dogs probably belonged to 
farmers but are now a threat 
to livestock.

John (Po John) Priziola, 
Bufalino’s former partner 
the Bilvin Distributing Co. of 
Detroit, invoked the Fifth

the narcotics allegation at Pri- 
ziola. He followed it with tes- 
timony from veteran federal 
narcotics agent Charles Sira- 
gusa and committee investiga- 
tor Walter R. May. 

“I refuse to answer because 
my answer might tend to in- 
criminate me,” Priziola said. 
He invoked the Fifth Amend- 
ment on all questions about his 
sources of income or involve- 
ment in illicit traffic in heroin. 

Called Leader of Mafia. 

Siragusa, who has been 
knighted by the Italian Gov- 
ernment and decorated by the 
United States Treasury Depart- 
ment for his international work 
against drug traffickers, testi- 
fied Priziola is a leader in the 
Mafia, a secret society of crim- 
inals based in Italy. 


May testified that articles of 
incorporation show that Bufa- 
lino was a partner of Priziola 
and Sam J. Tocco in the Bilvin 
firm in Detroit, which distrib- 
uted Wurlitzer jukeboxes. 


Siragusa said some mobsters 
were active in some jukebox 
distributing firms to which Bil- 
vin allegedly awarded lucrative 
exclusive contracts in the post- 
World War II years. 

Siragusa recounted a grim 
tale of activities of Detroit and 
St. Louis narcotics mobs and 
of the suspected murder of Sal- 
vatore Vitale, a heroin sup- 
plier. 

He said Vitale sent an $80.- 
000 shipment of heroin from 
Italy to Priziola and Guasarano 
in Detroit in 1951. When they 
opened it they found it badly 
adulterated and complained to 
Vitale that they were being 
cheated. Vitale, he said re- 
plied that they were crooks 
and he was being cheated. 

A Mafia meeting in Detroit, 
Siragusa said, decided that 
Priziola and Quasarno should 
pay. Priziola was willing, he 
said, but Quasarano balked.

Personal Prestige.

The presidency is an of- 
fice with virtually no powers 
but Der Alte (the old one) as 
he is known would by reason 
of his vast prestige and popu- 
larity continue to dominate.

Signs of Weakening. 

A warning that Adenauer’s 
position was not as solid as it 
seemed came several weeks 
ago. The Chancellor announced 
that Ludwig Erhard, Minister 
of Economics in the Adenauer 
cabinet, was his choice to run 
for President July 1. Under the 
German constitution the presi- 
dential election is held this 
year while the general elec- 
tions for the Bundestag come 
next year. 

Apparently Adenauer 4as- 
sumed that he had only to make 
the choice to have it ratified 
by the Christian Democratic 
party. Erhard, who has a wide | 
popular following as the fa- | 
ther of West Germany’s pros- | 
perity, was relucttant but ap- |

It quickly became evident | 
that the Chancellor could not 
have his way.

Parity’ Is Magic Word In Every 


Big Farm Issue; Has Many Critics 
And Is Now a Political Symbol 


Idea Came Out of Pamphlet Which Was

HE MAGIC WORD that appears in every serious discus- 
sion of American farm problems is “parity.” It is a term 
first used widely in the New Deal and means the ratio 


between the price a farmer gets for his crops and what he 


must pay for the things he buys

Before 1954 there was con- 
troversy over the merits of 
high rigid supports as opposed 
to lower flexible stipports.

The idea of a parity “yard- 
stick” for farm income is cred- 
ited to George Peek, who wrote 
a pamphlet in 1922 on equality 
for agriculture. He defined “a 
fair exchange value for any 
crop” as one that had the 
“same ratio to the current gen- 
eral price index as a 10-year 
pre-war average crop price 
bore to the average price in- 
dex for the same period.” 

The reason equitable prices 
for agriculture have been 
sought so arduously is that de- 
spite the hazards of drouth 
and flood, farm production re- 
mains relatively stable, while 
demand for farm products fluc- 
tuates with industrial prosper- 
ity. Farmers have no natural 
means of adjusting supply to 
demand. 

System Has Many Critics. 

The parity system has had 
many critics. In 1945 the Jour- 
nal of Farm Economics had an 
essay contest on agricultural 
price policy. The winner, Wil- 
liam H. Nicholls of the Univer- 
city of Chicago, condemned the 
whole idea. He said: 

“The prime objective of ag- 
ricultural price policy should 
be the establishment of a sys- 
tem of relative prices which 


will call forth no more than 


the quantities of those foods 
and fiber for which there is an 
effective demand at full em- 
ployment. Our wartime experi- 
ences have demonstrated both 
the utter irrelevance of 1910- 
1914 price relationships and 
the impediments which exist- 
ing parity formulas impose 
upon efficient resource alloca- 
tion for current food require- 
ments.

Sprouting Stop Signs 

Before the sap has even started 
to rise in the trees some sap ap- 
parently has risen to demand the 
replanting of some of.the asinine 
stop signs removed last year after 
considerable fanfare. 

Besides the unjustified stop 
signs we find other inexcusable 
impediments such as a two-lane 
highway being reduced to one 
lane because of a left turn sig- 
nal.

Time of Decision for Freeholders nba 


The time draws very near when the City- 


_ County Freeholders must choose between two 


competing proposals for tackling the St. Louis 
area’s metropolitan problems. The Free- 
holders have only until May 7 to select a plan 
and perfect it for submission to the people. 


One plan calls for consolidating St. Louis, 
St. Louis county and all the county’s munici- 
pal and other governments in one big metro- 
politan government, designated a “municipal 
county.” In effect, the present city limits 
would be pushed outward to embrace all of 
St. Louis county. 


The new government, operating basically 
under the 1914 Charter which now governs 
the city, would be divided into 22 boroughs. 
Of these, roughly one-third would lie in pres- 
ent city territory, one-third in the present 
county and one-third athwart the city-county 
boundary. The boroughs would have no tax- 
ing power, and so would exist primarily as 
election districts, each one sending two coun- 
cilmen to a legislative body of 44. 

A mayor would be elected by the whole 
area to serve as the chief executive officer. 
Mayor and Council together would carry out 
for the metropolitan area substantially the 
same duties now carried out by the multi- 
plicity of governments in various segments 
of the area. 


The second plan would establish a metro- 
politan district to perform a limited series of 
functions. It would absorb the present Sewer 
district. It would also be empowered to act 
in the fields of metropolitan traffic control, 
regulation and if necessary operation of mass 
transit, economic development, area-wide 
planning, civil defense, and certain central 
police functions. It could later assume au- 
thority over property assessment if this were 
deemed desirable. 

The district would be governed by a 
President, elected area-wide, and a Board 
of Supervisors, of whom 11 would be elected 
by districts and four at large. Each voter 
would have a voice in the selection of the 
President and five of the 15 supervisors.

Both plans provide a sufficiency of means 
to attack metropolitan problems. Each would 
create a government with jurisdiction 
throughout the city-county area, The essen- 
tial distinction between them is that the dis- 
trict plan is limited. It exerts authority only 
over a stated list of metropolitan problems, 
while the consolidation plan takes on the 
whole range of local functions — metropoli- 
tan, county, municipal, and perhaps even 
schools. 

School control is not inherently a part of 
the merger plan, but might be a by-product. 
The Freeholders’ counsel has told them that 
under the statutes as they now stand, the St. 
Louis school district goes wherever the City 
of St. Louis goes. Accordingly, if the city 
were to annex the county, then the city’s 
school district would annex the 29 districts in 
the county. 

Merger proponents argue that these stat- 
utes might not be called into play, and even 
if they were, the Supreme Court would prob- 
ably bar a school district annexation. Or, 
they say, the state law could be changed to 
permit the present organization of school dis- 
tricts to stand. These contingencies do not 
fully answer the objections of citizens who 
oppose turning over all schools in the area to 
a single Board of Education which, like the 
present one, would be subject to intense 
group pressures for political patronage and 
preferment.

Schools aside, the merger proposal in our 
judgment is second best for several other im- 
portant .reasons. 

First and foremost, merger is unnecessary. 
Metropolitan problems are the ones causing 
troubles now — traffic, transit, land use, eco- 
nomic planning — and they are the only ones 
that cannot be cured by any existing govern- 
ment. 

Why take on so many other problems, too, 
each of which can be cured by means at hand 
if the people involved want to take action?

There is the question of acceptability. The 
overwhelming weight of the evidence, includ- 
ing a public opinion sampling by the Metro- 
politan Survey, indicates that merger has no 
chance at the polls in the county. Concur- 
rent majorities are required in both city and 
county, and a defeat in one jurisdiction downs 
the plan. 


If the choice were between a good plan and 
a bad plan, obviously the Freeholders should 
choose the good plan regardless of its pros- 
pects for passage at the polls. But here the 
choice is between two good plans, one of 
which seems certain of defeat. In this case, 
does it not make sense to submit that plan 
which clearly enjoys the greater community 
acceptance? 

By establishing a district, city and county 
would in effect merge their resources to ad- 
minister and provide a set of particular serv- 
ices urgently needed now. As the need arises, 
other services could be assigned to the dis- 
trict government by the voters. Ultimately 
it is possible that the whole range of munici- 
pal services might be taken on by the 
district, thereby accomplishing much of what 
the merger advocates now seek. 

But this would be done step by step and 
only as the need arose. It is a sound, con- 
servative approach to merger if that is what 
the people of the area eventually decide they 
want. 


The principal objection to the district is 
that it creates “another layer of government.” 
Strictly speaking, this is not so. That “other 
layer” — the metropolitan layer — already 
exists in the Sewer District. In effect the 
district proposal would expand that layer, not 
create it.

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The district plan now before the Board no 
doubt can be improved. In any case we be- 
lieve the district plan should be submitted to 
the voters. We cannot forget that the Metro- 
politan Survey, which spent a quarter of a 
million dollars in professional research on 
the problem, came to the same conclusion. 


We fespect those Freeholders who support 
merger. Indeed we think it is a healthy 
thing that so many Freeholders want to at- 
tack the metropolitan problem by radical 
methods. But we cannot agree that revolu- 
tion is better than evolution. It is sounder to 
take one step at a time than to try one great 
leap which appears certain to fall short. And 
we hope a unanimous Board of Freeholders 
in the end will agree. 


Gov. Faubus’s Open Door 


Gov. Faubus says he is leaving the door 
open to a compromise that might permit 
reopening of Little Rock’s public schools. 
The Arkansas Governor says a reopening 
with “token integration” is possible, though 
not probable. 

The Little Rock Chamber of Commerce has 
spoken out for some such plan. Its mem- 
bers voted 819 to 245 in favor of opening 
the schools with a minimum of integration ac- 
ceptable to the federal courts. Moreover, 
Gov. Faubus was opposed — and defeated — 
for the first time on a segregation issue in 
the recent legislative session. All the Little 
Rock members but one joined in beating 
down a plan to let the Governor pack the 
city’s school board. 

Nobody can be certain whether the Gov- 
ernor’s compromising mood arises from these 
events or will endure, but one thing is cer- 
tain. If anyone is in a position to offer a 
compromise in the school integration dispute, 
it is Gov. Faubus. He started it. He, better 
than anyone else, could end it. 


Adenauer Steps Down 


Why Konrad Adenauer chose this particular 
time to let it be known that he will give up 
the chancellorship and seek the non-political 
presidency of West Germany, may never be 
fully explained. Even though he will hold his 
present office through the East-West meet- 
ings expected this summer, the decision sure- 
ly will reduce his influence at the conference 
table. 

Although he had indicated that he would 
seek another term as chancellor, his 83 years 
and his recent ill health probably had some- 
thing to do with his step-down. His party 
has enough votes in parliament to insure 
his election as the successor of President 
Theodor Heuss, who is ineligible for another 
term, So Adenauer will continue to attend 
cabinet meetings and will not be without in- 
fluence. He may be able to guide his suc- 
cessor, if the man and the party are open to 
suggestions. 

Economics Minister Ludwig Erhard now is 
considered the most likely choice for. chan- 
cellor. He has worked well with Adenauer 
since 1949, but recently the Chancellor tried 
to persuade him to accept the presidency, and 
there is a natural question about Erhard’s 
reaction to this effort to “kick him upstairs.” 

Germany’s postwar “strong man” is com- 
ing to the end of the line as gracefully as

possible. That means he has concluded he 
no longer can run his party and the govern- 
ment by sheer will power, or that there has 
been a quiet revolt of the Christian Demo- 
cratic leaders. It really adds up to the same 
thing. Adenauer is giving up authority, no 
matter how much influence he may retain. 
After September, he will indeed be “the Old 
Gentleman.” 


The School Board Revolt 

The results of the St. Louis school election 
are clearly the most satisfying in six years 
to friends of the school system. Two of the 
four candidates pledged to see that the School 
Board puts the children first led the field, 
and there is a strong possibility that a third 
member of that group may be elected when 
the absentee ballots have been counted. 

Election of Daniel L. Schlafly, who led the 
ticket, and the Rev. John J. Hicks, the first 
Negro to win a city-wide school contest, was 
remarkable and significant. They had vir- 
tually none of the organized ward support 
that has long been regarded as an in- 
dispensable element for success in a school 
election. Yet both ran ahead of Charles J. 
Dyer, the only clearly successful candidate 
with widespread organizational backing from 
both Democratic and Republican ward groups. 

Dr. James J. McCaffery, who barely es- 
caped ouster from his school post in a recent 
lawsuit, evidently has been sidelined by the 
voters. That is a richly deserved outcome. 

Only 96 votes separated Mrs. Louis W. 
Buckowitz, wife of the Tenth Ward Dem- 
ocratic committeeman, and Dr. Robert Rainey, 
who ran on an anti-machine platform similar 
to Mr. Schlafly’s. If he jumps ahead of Mrs, 
Buckowitz in the counting of absentee bal- 
lots, the rout of the ward forces will be vir- 
tually complete. 

Even as they stand, the results are a clear 
repudiation of the policies followed by 
Messrs. Dyer, McCaffery and other machine 
members of the Board. If the new Board is 
wise, it will move promptly to make a clean 
break with those policies. Otherwise, it will 
find itself more and more out of touch with 


the people.

Economic Growth Is Curbed by Inflation Which Prices People Out of Markets

Economie growth involves both 


the capacity to produce and the 
capacity to consume. In our form 
of economy we produce primarily 
for people—for individuals. Individ- 
uals have preferred to take some of 
our gains in productivity in the form 
of shorter hours and some in the 
form of increased supply of goods 
and services. 

We are now taking far more in 
the form of publicly provided serv- 
ices than we used to—in large part 
in the form of a large defense estab- 
lishment, but also 
in‘ many other 
forms. A _ good 
many people be- 
lieve that we 
should increase 
these _ publicly 
provided services 
—partly in a big- 
ger defense estab- 
lishment and partly in improving 
education, roads, public health, pen- 
sions for the aged, and so on. 

But the real point is that the 
consumption side of growth is im- 
portant. It is not enough to have 
capacity to produce goods and serv- 
ices; we have to have effective 
demand for these goods and services. 
While economics teaches us _ that 
man’s wants are insatiable, it has 
never taught that man’s want for 
any specific good is insatiable. 

is is as true for public as it 
is for private goods and services. 
And this means that we have to 
have balanced growth in demand to 
accompany the growth in capacity 
to produce. If we fail to attain 
balance or equilibrium, we will find 
instances where we have too much 
or too little capacity or too much 
or too little demand. These instances, 
as illustrated by behavior over the 
past three years, produce inflationary 
tendencies or recession. 


Basis of Future Growth 


We all know that economic growth 
depends in large part upon growing 
capital investment and improved 
technology. These in turn depend 
largely upon the volume of saving 
and upon the return on investment. 
While the motives for saving and 
investment are complex, one power- 
ful stimulant is rate of return. Thus, 
in a free economy low interest rates 
and low profit rates are not un- 
mixed blessings. 

What we want normally is interest 
rates low enough to encourage the 
use of savings but high enough to 
stimulate an adequate volume of sav- 
ings. We also want an economic 
environment that gives reasonable 
assurance that savings will not be 
eroded by price inflation. Further- 
more, we need profit rates high 
enough to induce investment but not 
so high as to create maldistribution

If we have constant cost in- 
flation, we cannot achieve high em- 
ployment. 

Goods and services produced have 
to be absorbed through private or 
public demand. Easy acceptance of 
cost increases on the assumption that 
they can be passed on in the form 
of price increases quite often leads 
to rude shocks to the seller because 
there are natural limits to this proc- 
ess. One limit comes from what 
economists call “marginal utility;” 
since price increases are not even, 
some goods simply get priced out of

markets because cheaper substitutes 
become available. 


Another limit is income maldis- 
tribution that quite often accompan- 
ies price inflation and tends to limit 
markets as a whole. A growing econ- 
omy needs wider rather than nar- 
rower markets; price increases sim- 
ply do not widen markets. 


No matter how responsibly we act 
as economic and rational individuals, 
the economy is likely to get out of 
balance from time to time. We have 
learned how to minimize the adverse 
effects of such imbalance through so- 


called built-in stabilizers and we 
have relied on fiscal and monetary 
policy to act as general economic bal- 
ance wheels. 

These balance wheels, however, 
have to be allowed to operate func- 
tionally if they are to serve their 
purposes. With respect to fiscal pol- 
icy, this means budget balance in 
normally good times, surpluses in in- 
flationary times and deficits in re- 
cession. ‘ 

Deficits in normal times are high- 
ly undesirable; in inflationary times 
they are distinctly perverse. With 
respect to monetary policy, its ef- 
fects are felt through restricting 
credit and growth in the money sup- 
ply in inflationary periods and re- 
versing those actions in deflationary 
periods. No one criticizes an easy 
money policy, but there seems to be 
some lack of understanding that a 
restrictive policy to be effective has 
to restrict. 

We want a growing economy in 
this country; in fact, we have to have 
a growing economy to produce a 
high level of employment and to pro- 
duce the volume of goods and serv- 
ices we need for a more abundant 
life, for an adequate defense estab- 
lishment and for the host of publie 
services we demand. 

We have the basis for such an 
economy, we have the resources and 
the technology. to grow in the fu- 
ture at an even higher rate than in 
the past. What we need to do is to 
have the will to grow and ‘to follow 
policies which will promote rather 
than inhibit or limit growth. 


We must stop talking so much 
economic nonsense in contending 
that there are irreconcilable con- 
flicts between the objectives of 
growth, high employment and price 
stability. The price of high em- 
ployment is not inflation; the cost 
of price stability is not unemploy- 
ment. Actually the requirement for 
real growth is high employment and 
price stability, and the requirement 
for price stability is real growth and 
high employment. 

We not only can make these ob- 
jectives consistent, we have to make 
them so to provide a proper climate

MAHATMA GANDHI: A BIOGRAPHY, 
by B. R. Nanda, (Beacon Press, 542 
pgs., $6.50.) 


“Generations to come, it may be,” 
wrote Albert Einstein of Gandhi in 
July, 1944, “will scarcely believe that 
such a one as this ever in flesh and 
blood walked upon this earth.” 


Striking tribute indeed to one of 
the greatest leaders of the 20th 
Century from one of the greatest 
scientists of the same era. These 
words emphasize the deep respect 
Einstein had for the leader of the 
Indian movement for independence— 
a movement

adheres to his goal. This book does 
not make a deity of Gandhi, but at 
the same time it is a somewhat un- 
critical account of the Mahatma’s 
life. This perhaps is good, for Nanda 
brings a sympathy and understanding 
to his biographer’s role, a feeling 
that is too often missing in the words 
of westerners writing on Gandhi. 


What is perhaps most important in 
this new biography of Gandhi is that 
it is written by an Asian pen. Nanda, 
a graduate of the University of the 
Punjab and a historian, studies 
Gandhi's philosophy, his activities, 
and his role in the emergence of In- 
dia. Much of the philosophy and ac- 
tivity of Gandhi has been dealt with 
elsewhere—if not always satisfac- 
torily, at least at length. But Gand- 
hi’s role in the emergence of India 
has not been adequately studied. 
Nanda makes up for this deficiency. 

“Part of the explanation for his 
meteoric rise and enduring influence 
lay in the impact which he made 
upon the imagination of the Indian 
masses,” Nanda writes. He had ene- 
mies, but the average Indian, it may 
be believed, held him in the highest 
of respect. The cult of the Mahatma, 
as the author suggests, may have had 
its inconveniences for Gandhi, in 
that he suffered heavily on his tours, 
but it made “his prestige independ- 
ent of the immediate success or fail- 
ure which attended his movements.” 
Perhaps it was Gandhi's conditioning 
of the Indian masses to eventual in- 
dependence that was his vital role.

A Complicated Community. 


In my view, the future of 
West Berlin cannot be secured 
adequately by a determination 
to stand firm on a policy of 
standing pat. No doubt, we 
can prevent the Soviet Union 
and the East German govern- 
ment from blockading West 
Berlin. We can threaten to go 
to war if they do. But that is 
not good enough. 

West Berlin lies in a stra- 
tegic trap, and it. security can- 
not be protected adequately by 
military measures alone. It 
can be secured against block- 
ade and outright aggression. 
But it cannot be made secure 
against harassment and a per- 
petaual war of nerves and the 
feeling that there is no hope. 

West Berlin is a highly com- 
plicated economic and political 
community. It enjoys the in- 
stitution of private property. 
There is free enterprise in in- 
vestment and in banking and 
in the management of capital. 

If the division of Germany is

Nations. The new charter or 
statute should begin with an 
explicit declaration that the 
United Nations trust 
until the two German states 
agree to restore Berlin as the 
capital of a reunited Germany.

we must find ways to provide 
the West Berlin community 
with a dependable order of 
things. We cannot expect the 
West Berliners to depend for 
their whole security upon what 
over the course of a generation 
or more we may be able and 
willing to do with our Strategic 
Air Force.

K. tells us. that the present 
status of Berlin is obsolete, it 
is a mistake for the West to 
act as if any departure from 
the status quo would be a de- 
feat and a surrender, It might 
be an improvement. 

At present the status quo is 
from our point of view ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory. The 
right answer to Mr. K. is to 
propose that we negotiate a 
new charter or statute in which 
West Berlin is guaranteed an 
ordered future by the presence 
of Western troops acting under 
international auspices. 

A new statute for Berlin is 
needed because the existing 
arrangements were improvised, 
rather incompetently, by men 
who regarded them as tempo- 
rary. Nobody planned them for 
a long future. Nobody sup- 
posed that there would be two 
German states with Berlin in 
the middle of one of them. 

Only last week we had an 
example of how ramshackle 
are our agreements about ac- 
cess to Berlin, when Soviet 
fighters buzzed an American 
plane, which was flying, appar- 
ently for the first time, above 
the customary ceiling of 10,000 
feet. 

In negotiating a new statute, 
we should begin by establish- 
ing the principles under which 
we have a right to be present 
in West Berlin and to partici- 
pate in determining its future. 
For some extraordinary reason 
we have chosen to argue that 
our rights in Berlin rest upon 
the right of conquest. That is, 
if I may say so, a poor reason 
for the defenders of civiliza- 
tion to invoke.

Those who will receive the 
second shots took the 
of a series of the Salk shots 
last month. They live in the 
vicinity of Curryville, about 
seven miles west of here. 
Clinies have been set up in 
three private Mennonite 
schools in the area. 

The Health Division, which 
sent representatives into the 
area last month, said 15 cases 
of polio have been reported 
in the colony this year. Two 
of the stricken have died. 

“Intensity of this outbreak 
in a relatively isolated, unvacci- 
nated colony of 350 Mennon- 
ites demonstrates the need for 
intenstfied efforts to motivate 
such groups to be vaccinated,” 
the Health Division said. 
“These people frequently visit 
other Mennonite groups in Mis- 
souri and other states and sim- 
ilar outbreaks elsewhere are 
a distinct possibility.”

Cairo Library 
His Alma Mater 


MY ALMA MATER sent me an invitation the other 
day. It reads: 

“The board of directors of the Cairo Public Library 
and the Cairo Woman’s Club cordially invite you to honor 


boards. 

In celebrating its sev- 
enty-fifth aanniversary, 
the Cairo Library proba- 
bly ranks with the oldest 
public libraries in the 
Middle West. When I left Cairo 34 years ago it was 
known as the A. B. Safford Memorial Library and even 
then it was so old that no one seemed to recall Mr. 
Safford. 

When I was graduated from Cairo High School in 1918 
the first World War was going on and things were in a bit 
of a mess. I was only 16 years old and if this makes me 
seem like something of a prodigy, I hardly looked the part. 
While I was the youngest boy in my class, unfortunately 
I also was the biggest. I still bore my nickname of “Tub- 
by” although I was rapidly expanding in the other direc- 
tion. I had taken a college prep course, but my brother 
had gone to war, the family finances were in one of their 
frequent strained periods and I was probably too lazy to 
think of working my way through school.

Anyway, when John Fisher, publisher of the 
Evening Citizen, told me that my brother’s re- 
placement also was going out to fight the Huns, 
I grabbed the chance to get paid for what seemed, 
at the time, to be a lot of fun—working on the 

~~ paper. 


Here is where Miss Effie stepped in. Most of my older 
friends had gone to war and the others had gone or were 
going to college. The girls also were going away to school. 
Since I had lived across the street from the library during 
high school and then had moved just around the corner, 
the reading room and book shelves for years had been a 
sort of second home to me, and I had read just about 
everything in sight. 

But now Miss Effie decided that since she was stuck 
with me, there must be some direction to my reading. 
She took me from Chaucer to Will Rogers. To this day 
when my egghead friends are recalling their school day 
“friends, Romans, countrymen” and “the school boy, with 
his shining morning face,” I can always come up with my 
killer-diller: ~- 

“Whanne that Aprille with his shoures sote 

The droghte of Marche hath perced to the rote.” 

Miss Effie Lansden was the assistant librarian when I 
first knew her. She was one of the many dedicated women 
one found in small towns in those days—and I hope today. 
Most of my school teachers were of the same type—mem- 
bers of the first families, educated at the best schools, and 
giving their lives to the cultural life of the community 
and the individual problems of the children. 


Miss Effie’s father was a retired jurist and her 
brother one of the leading attorneys in southern 
Illinois. She later became librarian and served as 
president of the Illinois Library Association. I 
remember her as a handsome gray-haired woman, 
something like Ethel Barrymore in her prime. 


One of her innovations was a course which taught 
high school seniors how to use the library—the actual 
mechanics of the card index system and the like. Some 
of my younger friends tell me this still is a mystery in 
some cities. 

Most of my teachers, as I said, were of the same type. 
Miss Sullivan in one semester of my only commercial 
subject—typing—taught me more about punctuation than 
seems to be necessary with a master’s degree today. 


A New York columnist recently criticized a movie 
showing a small town teacher living with her father in 
what seemed to be a palatial home. He said it just didn’t 
make sense with their small salaries. He's right about the 
small salaries. But if Cairo had any palatial homes they 
were mostly occupied by Miss Effie and her teacher friends, 
who gave their lives to ordinary kids like me—because 
they liked us.

TAOS, N.M., April 8. 

IT’S BEEN almost 30 years 
since the mangled corpse of an 
eccentric Englishman, Arthur 
Rochefort Manby, was discov- 
ered in his barred home in 
Taos. But interest in the mys- 
tery has never lagged. Today 
this case is a legend in this 
little town in the Sangre de 
Cristo mountains about 70 miles 
north of Santa Fe. 

It was around the turn of the 
century when Manby came to 
Taos. Although the town, with 
its resident art colony and 
Spanish-American, Indian and 
Anglo population has long had 
the reputation of being an odd 
place, Manby immediately stood 
out as an unusual person. 

He was well educated, speak- 
ing with a cultivated English 
accent, and apparently a man 
of means, but there was about 
him an air of mystery. The 
windows of his fine home on 
the outskirts of town were 
heavily barred, and vicious po- 
lice dogs guarded the premises, 
Manby was a good gardener, 
but something of his peculiar 
personality was reflected in the 
formal gardens that ended in 
straggling paths, and in the at- 
mosphere of loneliness that 
surrounded the place. 

Soon after arriving, Manby 
became involved in numerous 
schemes. One was a partner- 
ship in the Mystic gold mine 
with two prospectors, Jack 
Ferguson and Bill Wilkinson. 
The mine was suid not to be 
worth much in itself, but it 
was near the fabulously rich 
Aztec mine. The story goes 
that Wilkinson and Ferguson 
got jobs at the Aztec, and 
each night carried out as 
much gold as possible and 
planted it in the Mystic mine, 
where it was later “discov- 
ered” by Manby. One day 
Wilkinson mysteriously dis- 
appeared, and some years 
later Ferguson went mad. 

Because of Manby’s odd 
way of doing business and be- 
cause he was not exactly a 
lovable character,most towns- 
people disliked him. He him- 
self was distrustful of every- 
one, especially his neighbors, 
with whom he carried on bit- 
ter feuds. One of these was 
with Dr. T. P. Martin, who 
had come to Taos in poor 
health to die, but lived to be 
an old man. Only a thick wall 
separated the two houses. Dr. 
Martin said that Manby had 
enough gold buried on his 
place to sink a ship, that he 
was a killer and would make 
a getaway some day. Manby 
hinted broadly that he knew 
all sorts of unsavory things 
about Martin and his medical 
practice. 

Despite his strange  be- 
havior, Manby seems to have 
been successful with women. 
He became a close friend of 
Jack Ferguson’s _half-Irish, 
half-Spanish daughter, Teresita, 
whom he called his “Princess,” 
and made her a partner in a 
secret society in which some 
of the leading citizens of Taos 
were members. How substan- 
tial people could have been 
hoodwinked into joining a so- 
ciety run by Manby is some- 
thing of a mystery, but the 
fact that many famous people 
were said to belong might have 
persuaded them. 

Occasionally the society re- 
ceived messages supposedly 
from Washington, D.C. These 
were delivered by an emissary, 
who always ‘remained hidd 
by a curtain. The messages 
were later discovered to have 
been in Teresita’s handwriting. 
After Manby’s death, the so- 
ciety was disclosed as nothing 
more than a confidence game 
in which Manby wrote and 
spoke in sums of millions of 
dollars, but asked members to 
invest only in relation to their 
known resources. 

With the years, Manby’s 
fears and suspicions became

obsessions, and when he ap- 
peared on the street he con- 
stantly glanced from side to 
side as though expecting an 
attack from an unknown as- 
sailant. He often complained 
of not feeling well. His mind 
and body deteriorated. 


Manby was last seen alive 
on Sunday, June 30, 1929. On 
that day he visited Teresita 
at her home several miles out- 
side Taos to ask her to come 
and keep house for him be- 
cause he was ill. A dispute 
followed and Teresita refused. 


On Wednesday, July 3, 
swarms of flies were seen about 
the windows of his home, 
Finally a group including Dr. 
Martin and the deputy sheriff 
decided to enter the house. 
They found all the doors locked 
from the inside, and it was 
necessary to force entry. In 
an inner hall of the gloomy 
house they saw on a cot light- 
ly covered with a blanket a 
mangled corpse dressed in 
Manby’s clothing. A search of 
the house was begun, and as 
the group entered an adjoining 
room, they were threatened by 
a ferocious, snarling police dog, 
which was shot. On the floor 
of the room was a skull with 
most of the flesh missing. 


A coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of death from natural 
causes, holding. the dog re- 
sponsible for the mangled state 
of the body and the decapita- 
tion. 

Since the corpse was in such 
poor condition, it was thought 
best to bury it as quickly as 
possible, and this took place in

On July 11, the Taos Valley — 


News carried a report of the 
finding in Taos canyon of a pair 
of overalls with one side split 
from waist to ankle, a blood- 
soaked suit of underwear, a 
shirt with two slashes in it, and 
one stocking. 

About this same time, the 
Raton (N.M.) Range carried a 
long story suggesting that 
Manby had substituted a body 
for his, and was on the high 
seas sailing for England. The 
account also revealed that the 
details of the Manby murder 
were strangely similar to those 
of a mystery story by S. S. 
Van Dine, “The Almost Perfect 
Crime,” which had been pub- 
lished in the previous month's 
Cosmopolitan magazine. 


Manby’s two brothers, in a 
letter to the Governor of New 
Mexico, protested the hasty 
burial and demanded further 
investigation. On Aug. 20, 
District Attorney Stringfellow 
and a private detective employed 
on behalf of the estate, H. C. 
Martin, arrived to investigate. 
The body was exhumed, and it 
was determined that Manby had 
been murdered. The neck had 
been cut with a knife and the 
left side of the jaw was miss- 
ing. Bullet holes were also 
discovered in the shirt. A 
newspaper account stated flatly 
that the body had definitely 
been identified as- Manby’s. 
The ring he wore was found on 
his finger. The legs, which 
were bowed, could not have 
been easily mistaken, it was 
said. 

Detective Martin reported to 
the Governor that, as a result 
of his investigations, there was 
sufficient evidence for several 
arrests, but he refused to con- 
tinue unless he received a cer- 
tain sum, which was not forth- 
coming. Despite the new evi- 
dence of murder, Attorney 
General Miguel Otero Jr., re- 
ported to the Governor that he

still believed the death was 
from natural causes, and he 
closed the case on behalf of the 
state of New Mexico. 

This turn of events did not 
satisfy Manby’s English rela- 
tives, who demanded that the 
United States investigate the 
case. But after much confusion 
over whether Manby was or was 
not a citizen of this country, 
the case was dropped. 

In the years since the matter 
was closed, no further light has 
been shed on the mystery, but 
the two most popular theories 


as to what actually happened are 


that a body was substituted or 
that Manby was murdered, the 
natural death theory being con- 
sidered least likely. In support 
of the body substitution theory 
is the similarity between the 
Manby affair and the Van Dine 
story. In both cases, the fol- 
lowing points are identical: Dis- 
figuration of the corpse made 
identification difficult; the skin 
and flesh of the skull had been 
destroyed; clothing Bean B aypree = a 


were 
found on the corpse; the Van 
Dine corpse had an oval wound 
in its chest, the Manby corpse 
had bullet holes in its shirt. 

But if the body wasn’t Man- 
by’s, whose was it? 


A recent western novel by 
Frank O’Rourke based on the 
Manby case suggests a substi- 
tuted body was robbed from 
a new grave in a nearby cem- 
etery, and the finishing touches 
added. Supposedly this was a 
reference to the Kit Carson 
> mesa adjoining Manby’s 
ot. 


Those who believe Manby 
was murdered point to the 
many tales of gold believed to 
have been buried on the 
grounds, and give robbery as 
the motive. Also, as one Taos 
resident remarked, “Anybody 
could have done it. Nobody 
liked him.” 


In any case, few of the prin- 
cipals are now living. How- 
ever, Manby'’s “Princess” Ter- 
esita still makes her home a 
few miles outside Taos, and is 
a favorite fortune teller of the 


area. 
If Manby’s ghost should sud- 


denly appear on the scene, he. 
would probably be the most 
surprised of all at the change 
in his house and grounds. The 
Taos Artists Association has its 
headquarters in the old stables, 
which have been converted into 
an art gallery. The once dis- 
mal, lonely house is now the 
bright and cheerful setting for 
a magnificent colleetion of In- 
dian objects owned by the Mil- 
licent Rodgers Foundation. At 
the rear of the lot is a building 
of contempora design in 
which theatrical productions 
are given. 

From all indications, it looks 
as though Taos residents may 
never have the answer to 
whether Manby fabricated a 
clever cover-up for a disap- 
pearance, was murdered of 
simply died a natural death, 
but one thing is certain—they 
do have a legend.

LONDON, April 8. 

WHEN WE WERE IN JERUSALEM we went down 
into, the tombs from which have been excavated the 71 
members of the Great Sanhedrin, which dates back to an- 
tiquity. After looking at these excavations, we decided that 
the nicest thing about them was that the land around was 
being turned into a playground for children and that trees 
were planted there and that the view out over the valley 
was really beautiful.

I would rather be out in the open, with the sky above 
me where my early remains can disappear rapidly. For my 
spirit, I am sure, will enjoy the soft rains and the sunshine 
and the white snow in winter and the fact that children 
can play happily in the garden. 


From there we proceeded to the zoo, which is 
a biblical zoo and includes all the animals that are 
mentioned in the Bible. Nina at once went to look 
for the camel that we had bought and which it now 
develops we may not be able to bring home with 
us. Unfortunately, there was some kind of cele- 
bration in the town and the camel had been loaned 
for the day to entertain the children. If Nina’s 
camel, which she named Duchess, ever does reach 
the United States—with the beautiful saddle given 
to us by Sheik Suleiman of Beersheba—I am sure 
it will give much pleasure to many children in the 
neighberhood.

SUSAN HAYWARD was 
born in Flatbush and made her 
name as an actress in Holly- 
wood—but it wasn’t until she 
became the wife of a small- 
town Georgia lawyer that she 
was awarded her greatest acco- 
lade—an Oscar. 

Just two years ago, Miss 
Hayward and Attorney Floyd 
Eaton Chalkley were married 
in a surprise ceremony in Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., and announced they 
would take up permanent res- 
idence in his home town of 
Carrollton, Ga. 

It was a complete turnabout 
for the temperamental actress, 
who first attracted attention 
as the “kiss girl” in New York 
modeling circles because of her 
famous puc nd later be- 
came one of the movies’ most 
adept on-screen seductresses. 


Yet Miss Hayward’s superb 
performance in “I Want to 
Live” showed that the change, 
if anything, gave her a new 
maturity—a maturity that con- 
trasted sharply with a past that 
included attempted suicide and 
a bedroom brawl! with another 
actress over a man. 

Just five years ago, Miss 
Hayward’s personal life ap- 
peared to be in a tailspin. In 
1954, she was divorced from 
actor Jess Barker. The next 
year, she tried suicide. 

n 1956, she admitted to de- 
ives that she belted blond 
actress Jil Jarmyn on the jaw 
when Jil found pajama-clad 
Susan in actor Donald Barry’s 
bedroom. 

But it was just about this 
time that Miss Hayward’s act- 
ing career surged upward. She 
turned in a memorable per- 
formance in “I'll Cry Tomor- 
row.” which won her her 
fourth Oscar nomination. 

But she lost again, just as 
she had with the films “Smash- 
Up.” “My Foolish Heart” and 
“With a Song in My Heart.” 

Miss Hayward, 39 years old, 
was born Edith Marrener, 
daughter of a wire chief with 
the Brooklyn Transit Co. She 
studied art at Girls’ Commer- 
cial High School and won a 
$75 prize in competition among 
high school commercial artists. 

With the money she enrolled 
in a dramatic school following 
her graduation. Then she be- 
gan the trips to Broadway pro- 
ducers’ offices. She turned to 
a modeling career for only 
four months—but it was long 
enough to start her Hollywood 
career. 

A magazine cover for which 
she posed brought several of- 
fers for screen tests, among 
them a bid from David O. 
Selznick to try for the coveted 
Scarlett O’Hara role in “Gone 
With the Wind.” 

She didn’t get the part — 
Vivien Leigh did—but she was 
in Hollywood to stay. Her 
films include “Beau Geste,” 
“Adam Had Four Sons,” “Reap 
the Wild Wind,” “Jack Lon- 
don,” “The ‘Hairy Ape,” “Tap 
Roots,” “Tulsa,” “I Can Get 
It for You Wholesale,” “David 


and Bathsheba,” “Snows of 
Kilimanjaro, “The President's 
Lady,” “Untamed” and “Sol- 


dier of Fortune.” 


She is the mother of twin 
14-year-old sons by Barker. 


As an actress, Miss Hayward 
has always been proud of her 
sex appeal. She once described 
her famous. sloe-eyed look 
thus: 

“I keep my head lowered 
and look up at a man. Sort of 
sideways. Out of the corner of 
my eyes. Especially when he’s 
lighting my cigarette. That'll 
get him. A pouting lip helps, 
but then mine pout naturally. 
I've always tried to play scenes 
with a superior air, too. That 
gives the impression of trying 
to seduce someone.” 


DAVID NIVEN might best 
be described as the complete 
gentleman. 

Tall, slender, sophisticated 
and witty, he once told a friend 
he didn’t think he could get 
past the first grade in today’s 
“method” acting schools. 


“I do not look my best in a 
T-shirt,” he said. 


A 25-year veteran of Holly- 
wood movie-making, the wavy- 
haired Scot became best known 
for his well-dressed, light com- 
edy parts. 

It was, therefore, a major 
acting victory for him to win 
his Oscar for portraying a pa- 
thetic, aging man who pretends 
to be an ex-Major in the film 
“Separate Tables.” 


It was a major victory in an- 
other sense, too. No one, in- 
cluding himself, expected that
